An official of the Grain Growers’ 
Grain company estimates that witb 
an average crop the grain growers 


the winter that they would not be in 
the market for the purpose of skins 
this year, have kept their word to 
the letter. 

In former years it was no uncom- 
mon thing for a buyer from one of 
the world’s large fur houses to pur- 
chase some $25,000 worth of raw 
fur during a trip. This year the ag- 
gregate buying of all who have come 
north will not reach $2,000, says a 
report from Edmonton, 

One of the most interesting deals 
ever made by a fur trader in this ter- 
ritory is creditea to Colin Fraser, 
king of all the northern trappers, 
and a man who for 61 years has 
caught fur bearing animals of all 
kinds. Fraser makes two trips to the 
city every year, and never fails to 
bring from 10 to 40 bales of raw 
skins. His catch this year was very 
moderate, a paltry 9,683 skins being 
secufed. Having spent six months in 
the wilds of the Mackenzie river 
basin, Fraser had not heard of the 
European war until he reached Ed- 
monton, 

He expected upon his arrival there 
to sell his furs at about $30,000 to 
$35,000. The skins were put up for 
auction, but there were no bidders. At 
last a bidder appeared in the person 
of a representative of an Edmonton 
firm. He would pay Fraser $13,000 
for his 20 bales of new skins—§$13,000 
spot cash, The market was bad, he 
explained, very bad. Fraser had no 
alternative but to accept the offer, 
for raw furs once bought cannot long 
be left-in ‘storage unless properly

Mr. R. C. Reade writing in a recent 
fesue of “Canadian Countryman” has 
some interesting comments on the de 
velopment of Canada.

; Mier during his tour in 1910. It was 
then declaicc that agriculture was 
the sole baris of national prosperity 
and that the farmer does mere for the 
good of t}: human race than any 
other clavs ‘n the whole world, This 
is the econemi: wisdom whe.ein an- 
other memb r of what may’ be called 
the Governn ent Homestead Stoel of 
Political Kconomy declares ‘a rural 
population living close to nature must 
inevitably be superior to people living 
in centres cf population, A common 
hatred of tariffs makes starnge and hy- 
brid allianc:= between a purely agri- 
cultural sci:-ol of political economy 
and the famous Manchester school 
which was wedded to manufacturing. 
What has denominated the country's 
idealism in the matter of trade has 
been shown in steadily adhering to the 
basic economic principle that wealth 
{se anything that can be sold, whether 
wheat or steel rails. All Canadian 
products, tangible or intangible, wheth- 
er carried in railway cars or entered 
fn the ledgers of banks or loan com- 
panies, have geen welcomed as con- 
tributions to national prosperity. The 
national egzs have not all been put 
in one basket. Stability has been 
sought by developing all possible 
modes of production. That {s the les- 
eon which hus been drawn from the 
progress of the great nations of the 
world to-day, England, Germany and 
United States, which both produce 
and manfacture an immense variety 
of natura) products. The Roman Em- 
pire, a prominent French economic 
writer has-declarcd, perished from 
bankruptcy brought about by the lack 
of iudustrie! organisation.. There 
were, no doubt, other causes as well, 
but the structure tottered because un- 
steadily poised on only one pillar of 
productiveness, 
The proverbial stagmation of China 
was due to the same cause. Its awak- 
ening will take place, as in the case 
of Japan, through the introduction of 
industries. And agriculture and in- 
dustry are merely terms which, taken 
fm combination, indicate the utmos' 
possible development of a nation's 
mind as well as a nation’s materia! 
resources.”

Huge Sums to be Spent by the Com- 
pany in the West This Year 

Mr. Grant Hall, the newly appoint- 
ed vice president and general manager 
of western lines of the C.P.R., has 
made the following statements regard- 
ing the extensive developments under- 
taken by the company during recent 
years: 

“Since 1908," he said, “the Canad- 
fan Pacific in the west has taken over 
for operation 3,088 miles of new lines. 
These figures include that portion of 
the Kettle Valley from Midway toy 
Merritt which we will probably oper- 
@te under lease during the coming 
summer, In the same period We have 
taken over for operation 789 miles 
of second track, and. have completely 
rebuilt the lines between MacLeod and 
Lethbridge and between Field and 
Hector. 

Practically every terminal we have 
has becn rebuilt, including Vancouver. 
A new terminal has been built at 
Transcona, and a double track cut-off 
constructed around the city of Winni-! 
peg. We have built very large high 
level bridges at Lethbridge and Isd- 
monton, and have Luilt new passenger 
stations at many points, notably Fort 
William, Regina, Calgary, Edmonton, 
Banff, Lake Louise and Vancouver. 
The Ogden shops have been built and 


| new hotels constructed at Calgary and 


Balfour, and extensive additions made 
at Banff, Lake Louise, Winnipeg and 
Vancouver, This brief survey of work | 
done does not include extensive im- 
provements to the track an1l roadbed, 
but will sufficiently demonstrate the 
fact that the past seven years have 
been busy ones. 

“It would hardly be expected,” con- 
tinued Mr. Hall, “that the work of 
construction and reconstruction would 
continue at such a breathless pace and 
the quieter business conditions will be 
reflected this year in our programme. 

“It is the intention to push ahead 
vigorously the work on the Rogers’ 
Pass tunnel, the magnitude of which 
¥ork.is probably not fully grasped by 
many people. The task of piercing 
the Selkirks is one of the most for- 
midable we ever tackled, but is pro- 
gressing most favorably. 

“Its progress is being watched with 
interest by engineers all over the 
world as special problems have been 
met, and, we believe, satisfactorily 
solved, 

“The extensions toNWinnipeg sta- 
tion will also be pushed vigorousiy 
and the general scheme will now begin 
to unfold itself day by day to the paz- 
rons of the company, as the work pro- 
gresses, 

“Tt is our intention to spend a con- 
siderable sum on betterments on oper- 
ated lines, notably in the way of buiid- 
ing stockyards at small centres, Thi3 
we are doing with a view to the en- 
couragement of mixed farming and 
stock raising, in which we are greatly 
interested. / 

“We are not pressing this year the 
construction of new lines or double 
tracking (outside of the Rogers’ Pass 
tunnel, which is a part of our generil 
scheme of double tracking), but if 
crop prospects and other business 
conditions appear favorable early in 
the summer, there may be some r2vi- 
sion of ovr estimates in conneciion 
with such work.”

‘The 
consumption of meat in the province 
had decreased per cent. during 
recent time. 

Considerable time was devoted toa 
discussion of the “association” cars‘ 
which the various live stock associa- 
tions procure for the shipme of 
pure bred stock. The association 
wants the regulations amended so 
that more than one man can travel 
with a car. It was declared that it 
Was impossible ofr one man to do the 
work, There is a deficit of $418 on 
the cars last year, and to meet this 
it was decided to ask the various as- 
sociations to levy a tax of 10 cents 
on each of their members. The assoc- 
ition also wants a veterinary to 
examine all cattle which are shipped. 

Colonel McRae declared that it was 
a bad time to ask the railways for 
anything. The associations, jn his 
opinion, had not got what they were 
entitled to.

Ontario Government Has Occided to 
Appoint Commission to Make ! 
Full Inquiry 


The Ontario government has} 
taken action to have made a thorough 
investigation of the nickej industry 
in the province, with a view to hay-! 
ing all nickel refined at home. Hon. ! 
G. Howard Ferguson, miuisicr of 
lands, forests and mines, has an-, 
nounced that in order to ascertain all 
the facts and to acquire a full know- | 
ledge of the situation, it had been! 
decided to appoint a commission io 
investigate. ' 


“If the report of the commission | 
makes clear the practicahility of re- | 
fining nickel in the province the nec- 
essary steps will be taken to see that | 
this is brought about,” stated the 
minister. 


The commission will have plenary 
power to exhaust every possible 
course of information and to make a 
careful study of every phase of-the 
situation, 

“Up to the present the government 
has not been conVinced that any ac- 
tion preventing the export of nickel 
would not have the effect of trans- 
ferring the nickel business, or a sub- 
stantial part of it, from Ontario to 
New Caledonia, Norway or else- 
where,” stated the Hon. Mr, Fergu- 
son. “Up to the present there does 
not appear to have been any known 
process of refining the Sudbury cep- 
per-nickel matte that would ° have 
permitted of the operation being a 
commercial and economic success in 
Ontario. 

“It is in order to ascertain all the 
facts that this commission is being 
appointed.”
